and an Univerſity, had the greateſt Share in the 
Judgment.

waſhed away the Carcaſes out of their Graves daſn- 
ing their Tombs to Pieces.

Ass ſoon as the violent Shock was over, he de- 


ſired all People to join with him in Prayer. Among

Nevertheleſs the greater part of the Inhabitants, 


who were computed near ſixty thouſand, were pro- 


videntially preſerved, either in the hollow Places 


which the Ruins left, or on the Top of the very 


_ feftroyed by an Earthquake, which extended an 
Hundred Leagues Northward, and as many more” 
to the South, all along the Sea-coaſt. The 
Deſtruction did not ſo much as give Time for . 
Fright ; for at one and the ſame Inſtant, the Noiſe, 
the Shock, and the Ruin, were perceived. In the 
Space of four Minutes, during which the, greateſt

Ruins themſelves, without knowing how they got 


up thither: For no Perſon, at ſuch a Seaſon, had 
Time for Deliberation : And ſuppoſing he had; 
there was no Place of Retreat. For the Parts which 
teemed molt firm, ſometimes proved the weakeſt ; 
On the contrary, the weakeſt, at Intervals, made 
the greateft Reſiſtance ; and the Conſternation was 
ſuch, that no one thought himſelf ſecure, till he 
had made his Eſcape out of the City. 


The Earth ſtruck againſt the Buildings with Yuck 
Violence, that every Shock beat down the greateſt 


art of them; and theſe tearing along with them
